Art of Tile-Making Is a Legacy Wh.sh 
In voders Left When They 
Were Driven Out. 

The Spaniards have been righting 
the lluori for tin- last 1,000 yeurs, 
but the Moors, during the ccntui'icB 
of their occupancy of the Iberian 
peninsula ua conquerors, developed 
much In tho way of art und architec- 
ture that Is most highly vulued today. 

To them we owe, for one Hiiiull Item, 
tbe tiles which so beautifully adorn 
our bathrooms aud which, utilised in 
various ways, contribute so much to 
the artistic finish of dwellings and 
other liuiidlugs. Tbe Moors estab- 
lished ut Seville great tile factories, 
and at the present time that city is a 
very Important tile making center. 
In Its neighborhood ure deposits of a 
clayey earth highly suitable for the 
purpose, which Is ground Hue, sifted, 
dampened und stamped with designs, 
then burned with a slow Ure. Colore 
are applied aud the tiles are finally 
baked with blab heat for twenty-four 
hours. 

Many of the designs are artistic, rep-

.reproduced In tiles for churchea. In 
fact, th. ml.s to their ancient enemies, 
the Moors, the Spunlurds have de- 
veloped art In tiles fur beyooi 
thing witli which we are familiar.
